SURVEY OF UNIVERSITY LIBRARY HOLDINGS 


For a long time one of the Library's major objectives has been 
& comprehensive survey of its holdings to assess strength and weak- 
ness in relation to the curricular program which the collection is 
expected to support; also, the extent, character and presumable 
cost of materials required by the various fields if the collection 
were to be expanded, Over the past four years faculty representa- 
tives from the various departments on the campus inspected, at the 
library's request, holdings in their respective fields, recommended 
the removal of obsolete books and the purchase of necessary titles 
to close existing gaps. Thus for several years, initial efforts 
have been under way to improve the collection. 


Early in Jamary, 1952, a thorough-going survey of the col- 
lection was undertaken by the Library itself. Under a team of 
surveyors (Mr. Thorp and Mr, Waldron) aided by student assistants 
who did most of the checking, our holdings were measured against 
authoritative lists. The survey for each of these areas covered 
book holdings but not documents. As a depository for federal 
documents, the University Library receives regularly nearly all 
publications issued by the U. S. Superintendent of Documents. 
This collection currently contains about 500,000 pieces and also 
includes some state and international documents. It is a rich 
collection of source material which can effectively support a 
dectoral program in all fields where federal documentary sources 
are required. 


The method of procedure was to examine and report holdings in 
terms of the curricular patterns that currently obtain on this 
campus. Panel surveys were accordingly made’ for Agriculture, 
Biological Sciences, Business Administration, Education, Engineer- 
ing, Forestry, Humanities, Mines, Physical Sciences and Social 
Sciences. This form of presentation should make it simpler for 
those who, subsequently, will have occasion to study and evaluate 
these reports. - L, Z. 
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KEY TO THE TERMS, SYMBOLS AND STANDARD CHECKLISTS USED 


Terms and Symbols 


Holdings by Class of Books as the table shows, are indicated by numerals 
from left to right under year-periods. Thus the numerals 27+2 under the 
heading Before 1900, means that the library has 27 books in a specific subject 
field which were published before 1900, of which 2 are duplicates; the numeral 
162411, under 1900-19 means that during that 20-year period, the library ac- 
quired 162 books in a specific subject field, of which 11 are duplicates. 


Obsolescent, the reverse of progressive: a tendency to slow down purchases 
and to depend upon older books which may be partly out-of-date. 


' Plus (+) signe Numbers preceded by the plus sign are the duplicate copies 
for the given time period. 


Prorressive as used in this study means a tendency to increase the rate 
of acquisition so that the collection keeps abreast of the increased output 
of research, authorship and publication. 


Reference works used here in its library and bibliographical sense: books 
to be consulted for specific information, but not read at length, and not, 
as a rule, circulated outside the library. 


Titles. library terminology to distinguish separate works from number of 
volumes. For example, a multi-volume work may be only one title, but comprise 
50 individual volumes.

Allerding, Johanna, List of Engineering Periocieals. list of engineering

periodicals and continuations suggested by Johanna Allerding, chairman, 
Engineering section A.C.Rel. The titles included on the list seem to be 
basic in the field of agricultural, chemical, civil, electrical and 
mechanical engineering. Except in a few instances, foreign titles have 
been omitted. Referred to as Allerding List. 


Bibliographyand Index of Geology Exclusive of North America ;by, the 
Geological Society of America, v.lh, 1949. A compilation of literature 
on the world geology exclusive of North America, made in the library of 
the U. S, Geological Survey. Cites annual literature received in the 
library from other geological publishers and societies. 


Bogardus, Emory S., Sociology, 3d eds, 1950. Bogardus, professor of Sociology, 
University of Southern California and editor of Sociology & Social Research, 
has attempted to compile an up-to-date list of readine references in terms of 
current needs in the field of sociology. Titles listed are not all those in 
the respective divisions of Sociology, but they are basic sociology titles. 


Bradford, Ernest S., Marketing Research...lst ed,, 1951. Although primarily 
intcnded for college students, the book is also designed for those engaged 
in analyzing marketing problems. A list of authoritative references is 
appended to each chapter and a chapter on sources of information for busi- 
ness and marketing precedes the appendices. The author has a good back- 
ground of training and experience in marketing research. For a number of 
years he was a research investigator for the U. S. Department of Commerce, 
anc later for the Federal Trade Commission, as well as having done commercial 
surveys in New York for a variety of business enterprises. 


Coman, Edwin T. Jr., Sources of Business Information., 199. Thc author was 


director, Graduate School of Business Library, Stanford when writing this 
book, and is currently Librarian, Riverside College of the University of 
California. The purpose of the book is to provide the busincssman with 
tne means both of locating essential and elusive information, and of 
presenting a broad picture of business to help him to evaluate his om 
position. The works cited may be termed basic, but not exhaustive. 
Rather the book is a "carefully selected set of working tools..." All 
phases of business enterprise are covered. 


Encyclopedia of the Social Seicnecs, 1930, The Encyclopedia includes all 
the purely social sciences, History (v.7, pe339-91) is represented "only 
to the extent that historical episodes or methods arc of especial importance 
to the student of socicty." There is no intensive treatment. Every article 
was written by the scholar best fittcd to write it. The bibliographies are 
not extensive, but basic and reliable for each article contributed. 


Envineering Index.e, 1950. A comprehensive digest of technological literature 
of the world. A list of technical publications received by the 2ngineering 


Societies Library--includes publications of engineering, scientific and 
technical societies, engineering and industrial periodicals, and publica- ~ 
tions of government bureaus, engineering experiment stations, universities, 


and other research organizations. 


Hanford Technical Library Periodical list. 1951. This list is a revision of 
the one published in December, 199. it is a checklist of current periodi- 
cals available (in) the Plant Technical Library, compiled by the Library ~- 
staff and published by the General Electric Company, Hanford Works, Hanford, 
Washington. Most of the non-technical titles, business services, and news- 


paper subscriptions are not included. 


Hawkins Bibliography of Medical, Scientific and Technical Books. A list of 
medical, sstenti Pre and technical books by U. S. and Canadian authors selec- 


ted by a committee of the National Research Council, assisted, in the case 

of the parent volume, by a board of 31 consultants. 35 consultants assist- 
ed in the compilation of the supplements.e » It is a highly selected list, 
and contains the cream of recent publications in the fields covered. 


Hicks, John D., The Federal Union. 1918, ‘The bibliography of 965 titles was 
compiled by a leading historian, the author of Federal Union. The book is 
widely used as a textbook throughout the United States, The biblio; raphy 
is not considered a definitive one, but it is a list of books cited in the 
writing of Federal Union. The majority of the titles listed are basic to 


any study of U. 5, history. 


lerner & Lasswell, The Policy Sciences, 1951. "Prepared by some of the most 
distinguished social scientists in the U. S. whose work has been centered 
upon the crucial problems of science and policy..." The bibliography con= 
sists of selected source materials compiled by the editors for study in 
the fields of social science. It is not comprehensive but selective. 


lyle, Guy, Periodicals for the College library, 3d ed., 1948. A list pri- 
marily for liberal arts colleges by a university librarian, and based 
upon his experience. 


Mudge's Guide to Reference Books, 7th ed., 1951. A large and authoritative 
list of basic reference works in all fields. The volume was designed as 
a selection aid for the librarian, and as a reference manual for the 
research worker. The 7th edition contains approximately 5500 entries. 


Shaw's List of Books for College libraries, 1931. The Shaw list is so called 
from the name of its editor. It was published in 1931 and contains over 
13,000 recommended titles suitable for arts, science, education, etc. in 
colleges and universities,selected, in the main, by college teachers. A 
supplement was prepared in 1938 which added 3600 books. 


Shore's Basic Reference Books, 2nd ed., 1939, A reference bibliography of 
426 titles containing a "core" collection of 172 titles, The reference 
titles included in this book were selected on the advice of teachers and 
reference librarians throughout the country. The "core" collection is 
considered basic for any library. 


Ulrich's Periodical Direstory, 1947 and 1951, This directory is a rather 
comprehensive but selected list of periodicals on numerous subjects. It 
is widely used as a finding list and comparison standard. The library 
holdings were checked against the 197 and 1951 editions.

411 classes in agriculture appear to be satisfactory except 635, gardening 
and 633, bees. Some materials on these subjects may be classified elsewhere 
under the Dewey system. These two classes show obsolescence, as well as lack of 
books. Vctcrinary medicine shows a slight obsolescent trend. 


Summary 


The agriculture collection is small, progressive, well balanced between 
classes with two exceptions and does not show excessive duplication.

Comments 


The book collection for economics is very impressive; it is undoubtedly 
one of the best subject collections in the entire library. Comnerce, communi- 
cation, and business make a much poorer showing, having only slightly more than 
one-third as many titles as economics, 


The three main classes (330, 380, 650) are all progressives; the subclasses 
332, 337, 380, 386, 654, 557 show a slight tendency toward obsolescence. 33h, 
337, 652, and 657, apoear relatively weak. The entire 380 class is weak, pre- 
sumaoly because the aspects of commerce it covers are not very imoortant in 
instruction. 


Summary 


Strength of classes in business administration collection is very uneven; 
many of the economics classes cofpare well with the strongest ir the library. 
Others in both 650-59 and 380-59, are very small. In relation to the business 
curriculum, there may be little need for relatively large holdinss in some of 
Dewey classes. The weak classes should be reviewed by the Business Administra- 
tion faculty.

are not cited by Mudve, such as Moody's, and Unique Manual, It is difficult to 
understund the omissions, which make our collection look much weaker than it is. 


Nevertheless, it is desirable that embers of the Business Administration 
rovicw Mudge's listinzs in Accounting, Finance and Insurance, to note 
whether any useful reference titles have been overlooked by the Library. 


Although a number of Federal government publications are cited, the Ref} 
crence Librarian states that many others not listed are extremely useful for 
roferences in Economics and Business, further strencthening the roforcnee cole 
lection and scrvice, and that the refcrence section has usually ‘ound our ree 
sources zdccuate in these fields. 


Undoubtedly, if a doctoral vrogram were instituted in the School of Busi- 
ness Administration, an enlzreoment of our r«ference collection would be necese 
sary, particularly of bibliogvanhies and foreign workse 


PART IV. ANAIYSIS OF PunIODICAL COLLECTION 


No suitable checklist o! periodicals for a university school of business 
administration has been found. A comparison of our files of neriodicals in, 
or related to, business administration, with the lists for other divisions of 
this university, was the only standard used, 


Examination of the subscription list and the Bookmark Checklist (vol. 3, 
noe k, June, 1951) shows 105 titles which, in the judgment of the library staff, 
vertain or are useful, to Business Administration. 


This number is almost exsctly the same as the number received in Education, 
and in social ociences. I1t is somewhat smaller than the lists devoted to or 


useful in Agriculture, Yorestry, Biological Sciences, Physical Sciences. 


Of the 105 titles mentioned, 22 are represented by complete files, 83 by 
incomplete files, a ratio that is low for this library.

Rela- 
tively, at Jeast, Education has good periodical resources for its present 
requirements, especially since about 0% of its titles are remresenicd by com 
plete files.

A review of the holdings for engineering in the table above clearly indi- 
cates strength and weaknesses in the collection, the degree of duplication and 
he extent of obsolescence. Those evaluating the library's holdings for Engi- 
necring should also consult the Library's holdings for the Physical Sciences 
which supplement and strengthen total enginecring resourccs. 


It might be noted, that Agricultural tmgincering is a relatively new field 
and might properly be termed a synthesis of all cngincering ficlds for applica- 
tion to asricultural endeavors. for that reason, the apparent smallness of the 
collection can be accounted for. Tables of the Library's holdinzs in the fields 
of Arriculture should also be cxamined. 


The inadequacics of the Dewev Classification svstom arc only too apparent 
when anplied to the ficlds of ensinccring, 2s witness the selectivity of numbers 
neecssary to properly represent cach field of enginecring. 


Particular attention is directed to: 


Mechanical engineering (621)--if the quality equals the quantity, the 
holdinzs should be adequate for instructional requirements. 


Canal and irrization encinecring (626)--in view of the importance of this 
tyne of work in Idaho, the collection seems small and slightly obsolcscent.

Qver-all listings by Hawicins in the Engineering fields covered above, total 
1600 titles, of which IdaU holds 859, or 7.7%. Of IdaU's holdings, 11% are 
older editions than those listed by Hawkins. It must be kept in mind, however, 
that many of the titles listed in Hawkins are textbooks which have a high rate 
of obsolescence. 


In view of the strength of lechanical Engineering as evidenced in Part I-- 
Holdings, and Part III-~-Table 2--Mudge’s Guide..., the above Hawkins’ firures 
seem difficult to understand. The Hawkin's Ribliography contains many titles 
which are textbooks, and may not be desirable for IdaU's collection. Also, it 
may be surmised that many of the titles of the Hawkin's Bibliography which IdaU 
lacks may be in the J. J. Taylor library.

The average of less than 50% holdimgs for Ida’ seems low for even the 
present program, much less for an advanced graduate progran. Mechanical en= 
gineering has the strongest reference collection while the reference holdings 
of chemical, civil, and electrical engineering comprise less than half of the 
Iudge listings, and, therefore, appear inadequate. 


Over 22% of Idat's reference holdings in engineering are federal documents. 


For an advanced graduate vrogram, many foreign titles may be necded, since 
tiiere are only seven of the foreign titles listed in Mudge in the librarv.

Ida's holdings of the two listings above are creditable. in view of the 
snecialized nature of the periodicals in the Hanford list, Idal!'s comparative 
holdings are food. 


The Allercine list is well represented in the IdaU Library, with over 714, 
and the additional 43 titles held by Ida not listed by Allerdinz indicates a 
relatively stronger position than otherwise would be the case. 


While not 211 of tne IdaU holdings are complete, neithcr are those of the 
Hanford library.

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Silviculture (634.92) shows less than one nev title per vear, arain 
attributable in part to publication of new material in journals. 


Fisheries (639) shows relatively little strength with only fourteen 
titles in fifty-two vears in contrast to the zoological aspects of fishes with 
fifty-one titles over the same period. As 639 concerns itself vith commercial 
sea fisheries, Forestry would not recuire too many »%ooks in this class. 


Summary 


The number of titles in each of the fifteen subject fields averiges less 
than fifty. Considering that Torestry is apparently one of the stronger schools 
at IdaU, reliance on book titles mst he slictht. Fisheries is, of course, 
relatively new to the curriculum and its lack of strength is easily accounted 
for. 


The purchasing of new material is procressive and there is little indi- 
cation of obsolescence in the collection.

Both 571 and 572, Anthropology, are omitted in this table but are included 
in social sciences, All the classes in 570 are very small except 575, but all 
are progressive except 579, which appears to be useless. 


In the 580's the classes 580, 581, and 589 contain most of the books; the 
other classes are static and obsolescent owing to the fact that the Dewey 
classification for botany is obsolete. 


The same is true, to a less extent, in the 590 classification, Classes 
592, 593, 594 and 596 reflect the obsolete anatomical approach of Dewey; 591, 
he physiological approach of the present timc. 


Articulates, (595), appear to be an exception to the foregoing remarks. 


Classes 574, 575, 581, 589, 590, 591, and 595 should be cxamined for 
duplicate conics no longer n cded. 


Summary 


These are 2339 classified titles in the biological scicnces, 2nd 737 du- 
plicates. Nearly one-fourth of the collection, therefore, consists of duplicate 


Twenty-three percent have been published since 1939, 45% between 1920 and 
1939, 23% between 1900 and 1919, 8% before 1900, and 1% arc undated. These fact: 
indicate a small but distinctly progressive collection. 


The high percentage of duplic2ztes points to the need for close scrutiny 
of the shelvcs by the Biological faculty and for probable weeding of unnceessary 
copies.

The score in Botany places Idaho as of 1952 eoual with Rutgers, which in 
191 was rated 38th arong 55 leading research libraries. Fhysiclogy periodicals 
at Idaho rank above the 53rd among the 55, 1941 rating. Zoology would un- 
doubtedly rani: between 38th and 53rd if a comparative table existed. In spite 
of the difference in date between the Brovm Tables and our survey, ours are 
probably commendazly high scores for an institution with only the Master's 
degrce prorram. 


In the library's periodical list published in the Bookmark for June, 1951, 
there are 1/6 journals which, judged by their titles, would be of use to biolo- 
gical sciences. This number is probably conservative, because biologists un- 
doubtedly use other periodicals from rclated fields, Of the 146 files, 60 are 
complete.

Comments 


The journalism collection appears somewhat unevenly distributed (compare 
070.2, 070.3 with 070.4 and 070.9). As nearly 40% has been acquired since 1939, 
it is definitely progressive. 


The collection of 1,000 volumes in philology and Linguistéfe, is relatively 
small for a university library. Nevertheless, it appears to meet the demands 
placed upon it satisfactorily. 


The stage and theater collection is also small, but appears fairly good 
except for a trend towards obsolescence. Only one-third as many new titles 
have been added in the last 124 years as in the previous 20 year period cover- 


Because of the interclassification of literary works and treatises on 
literature and authors, it is somewhat difficult to correctly appreise the 
American and British literature sections. In general, the library seems to have 
acquired the more important literary works required. Un the other hand, numerous 
useful works on literature which the Library should have appear, from the conclue 
sions in Part II, to be lacking. 


The 810*s and 820s have an appearance of obsolescence which is probably 
spurious, due to the fact that works of imaginative literature are not subject to 
revision or obsolescence as are works in the area of non-fiction. 


The foreign literature collections are not large, but seem adequate for 
present requirements. Holdings in French literature are certainly the strongest 
of the non-English literature classes. 


The speech class (808.5), unless it uses much material from other classes, 
should be strengthened. 


Summary 


Book holdings which directly support the teaching of the Humanities Depart- 
ment total 1/000 titles, 15,000 volumes. With slight exceptions, this collection 
appears adequate for present needs and shows obsolescence and duplication only to 
a moderate decree. However, there is probably very little in the collection 
that would constitute material for graduate research.

The holdines of literary reference works listed by Mudge approach the 


average for this University, and probably include most of the titles currently 


needed.

Comments 


It will be noted that our holdines in Lyle's list are high in General as 
well as English literary periodicals, but low with respect to foreign languages. 
Departments in the Natural Sciences undoubtedly have a higher percentage of the 
total 900 titles than does Humanities. The Humanities periodical holdings at 
least measure up to average strength compared to other departments and divisions. 


General Summary 


The various collections which support instruction in the Division of Human- 
ities constitute primarily a body of works on the undergraduate level. They 
contain little source material for graduate research. 


The literature collections are of fair size; other classes of books are 
small. The Library does possess adequate reference collections and a fair 


periodical list, but any extension of the instruction in this department would 
call for additional library resources immediately. 


Duplication is not high except in literature, where it is necessary to a 
considerable degree, and the same is true of obsolescence.

Comments 


A scrutiny of the holdings for physical science in the table above clearly 
indicates the specific areas of strength and weakness in the collection, the 
degree of duplication and the extent of obsolescence. 


By way of emphasis, particular attention is directed to the following 
subject fields: 


Science dictionaries (503) - only one new title every ten years, with 
nearly one=half the collection dated prior to 1900. 


Science teaching (507) - nearly 100% duplication of titles in the cur- 


rent acquisition period, and over 50% duplication of the entire col- 
lection. 


Arithmetic (511) - only 1 title added in the last 12 years and only 10 
titles in the last 32 vears. Should become important now with stress 
on elementary education. 


Trigonometry (514) - 1 new title added in last 12 years and only 3 new 
titles in 32 years. Holdings are heavily weighted with titles of 
the period 1900-19, 


Maps and observation (52h) - no holdings at all, and 
Earth (525) - only titles in 52 years. 


Physics (530) - nearly seven-eights of this collection is dated prior to 
1939 which points to accelerated obsolescence. 


Magnetism (538) =- little »wublished in this field according to reliable 
authority. 


Chemistry (540) - Too many books in this area are out-of-date textbooks. 


Experimental chemistry (542) has not too many worthwhile books published; 
rather, most current information is published in journals. 


Analytical chemistry (543) (S44) (545) overlaps with physical chemistry. 
Many experimental physical chemistry texts would include information 
in this field and serve to strengthen its apparent numerical weakness. 


Organic chemistry (547) is adding new titles at a fair rate but too many 
out-of-date textbooks remain in the collection. 


Summary 


The over-all holdings of the general science, astronomy, physics, and 
chemistry total 3504 titles (excluding periodicals). Of these, 550 or 18.57 
have duplicate copies. 


A breakdown shows 6.5% of the total in the "before 1900" period or no- 
date: 23.6% in the 1900-19 period: 45% in the 1920-39 period! and, 21.9% in 
the current (190-52) period. ‘This denotes a fairly well-balanced collection, 
slightly leaning toward too much reliance on obsolete or semi-obsolete titles. 
Individual divisions of main classifications tell a different story, however, 
for some divisions are stronger on current titles in contrast to intermediary 
or older titles, than these figures show. Some divisions are building at less 
than half the tempo of the 20-year period wreceding 190, or are completely 
stagnant because few or no titles are being published in the field, 


One member on the Chemistry staff is of the opinion that there are too 
many obsolete textbooks on the shelves which should be discarded. The refer- 
ence collection is adequate except for foreisn publications. The book col- 
lection per se is adequate and if more money could be allotted, the acquisi- 
tions emphasis should be on journals and continuations rather than on books. 
Some transactions and proceedings contain gaps which should be closed, diee., 
Transactions of the Jlectro-Chenical Society.

Shaw List of Books for College Libraries and Supploment 


In the three subj-ct ficlds--astronomy, chemistry and physics, Shaw has 
listed 49 titles, of which 260 are hcld by Ida. Fifty of these titles are 
oldcr cditions than those listed b* Shaw. Since Shaw's list was published in 
1931, it sugcests that better than 19% of IdaU's holdings were published prior 
to 1930, or 2rc over 20 years old and tending toward obsol-scence.

Hawkins Bibliography and Supplement 


Overall listings by Hawkins in the subject fields covered by this study 
total 103 titles, of which Ida U holds 372, or 35.9%. Thirty-five titles, 
or 9.4% of Ida U's holdings are older editions than those listed by Hawkins. 


Of the 57 titles Ida U holds, 23 are government documents or, put an- 
other way, 50% of Ida U's holdings in astronomy are zovernment documents. 
On the whole it apnears that Ida U's holdings in terms of the Hawkins listings 
are qualitatively good. The library holds all the nine important titles 
listed.

If an advanced graduate or research program is inaugurated, foreign pub- 
lications must be added. Three seneral works which should be procured are the 
International Catalog of Scientific Literature, the Catalog of Scientific Papers 
and the Subject Index of the Royal Society of London. One German work (the 
best in the field) should be added. The library would have to acquire also 
additional handbooks, dictionaries and encyclopedias, It would be desirable 
to have at least one Scandanavian and one Russian dictionary. 


Works on biography are scarce in the sciences. There are no biographical 
compilations in physics, only an unimportant one in chemistry and none in as- 
tronomy. The library needs Poggendorf's Biographisch-literarisches Handworter 
bucheee 


The reference collection for astronomy is qualitatively stronger than 
the general collection, and aside froia an astronomical encyclopedia, and two 
general works (one German language) additional, with some new editions of older 
works, the collection is adequate. 


Physics general reference works are fairly strong except in bibliography 
and biorraphy. If an expanded »rogram is instituted at least one foreign 
language encyclopedia should be added, in addition to Weld's Glossary of Physics 
and one German dictionary of physics.

score is beinz measured against the fifty-five strongest and largest rescarch 
libraries in the country as they stood in 1941. In other words, Ida's holdings 
in 1952 are being measured against the 1941 holdings of the other libraries. 
liost of these libraries in Brown's Table have in the »ostewar period, sub- 
stantially increascd their buying of journal scts. They would consecuently 
score considerably hisher than they did in 1941, and in contrast, the IdaU 
holdings would score consid¢rably lover.

Summary 


Results of checking the lists shows that even in fields in which the 
University has concentrated its collecting activities, there is still much to 
be done to bring the collection up to the level which might be considered de=- 
sirable in relation to a program of graduate instruction and research. 


Based on the Brown Table, Ida U averages only 27.9% of the periodical 
strength cited. 


However, from a physical inspection of the titles in the periodical list 
published in the Bookmark (1951) it is concluded that there are 106 files use- 
ful to the Department of Physical Sciences. Of these 106 titles, 38 lack less 
than one volume of being complete journal sets. 


The Library should acquire the Bulletin of the French Society of Chemistry 
and the Canadian Journal of Research, Our holdings of the Annalen der Chemie 
should be filled in for the period 1885 to where our holdings begin (1926) and 
certainly back as far as 1900.

A review of the holdings for the Social Sciences in the table above clearl: 
indicates specific areas of strength and weakness in the collection, the degree 
of duplication and the extent of obsolescence. 


Particular attention is directed to the following subject fields: 


Philosophy (100-199) shows only reasonable numerical strength in Ethics 
(170-179). Systems and doctrines is numerically rather weak, Wetaphysics show 
only 136 titles in all twenty subdivisions for a period of over fifthy years de 
velopment. jiodern America, British, German and French philosophers appear to 
be reasonably well represented, but philosophers of all other nations are repre 
sented by only sixteen titles. 


Sociolezy (300-319; 360-369; 390-399; 571-572) shows great numerical 
streneth in sn° shilcsophy of sociology (301): reasonable strength in statis- 
tical theory and cthod (311), charitable society reports (361), criminology 
(3643, and insurance association reports (369). Customs, costumes and folklore 
(390) show oniy two titles acquired in over fifty years. The scarcity of title 
in the cvscome ci war (399) may be attributable to the fact that this subject 


is covercd in wie military sciences. 


Political scionce (320-329; 30-359) has considerable numerical strenzth 
in general political science (320), state forms (321), internal rclations (323) 
immigration (325), U.N. and League of Nations (3h1.1--5) constitutional law (33 
and general works on law (37). Political parties (329), foreign relations (32 
internitional law (3h1), central government administrntion (351) U.S. and state 
government (353) and military science show a strencth of over 100 titles each. 


The subject of history has becn divided into its component parts for case 
in computation of the holdings. 


European history and history of the two world wars is numerically strong 
in comparison to other historical subdivisions. African history and histories 
of the Pacific Ocean areas hold less than fifty titles each. North American 

history is less strong numerically, than Luropean history, »y over 700 titles.

Advanced graduate or research work entails the use of primary source ma- 
terials other than newspapers. Of the former, Idaho has little or none. The 
primary source materials available in the library appear to be no more than 
adequate for a good Masters! program, primarily in history and political science 


The Social Science Department's recommendation on library needs for a 
doctoral program were, in part: 


(1) Great increase in European documents. 
(2) Primary and secondary materials in British history. 


(3) Primary and secondary materials in American and Pacific Northwest 
history. 


(4) Additional documentary and secondary materials of Latin America and 
Asia. 


Analysis of the holdings of the Library tends to confirm these recommenda- 
tions.

Mudv7e lists a larger number of basic reference books in the Social Science 
than docs Shores and quantitatively, appears in a worse licht. Uudze is 
generally accepted as a rcference manual for the research worker and as an aid 
to reference sclection. Since it is authoritative and rather wide in scope, 

a score for the University Library of 225 titles, or 20% of the listings seems 
unsatisfactory if a doctoral program is set up. Thirtvefive of the titles IdaU 
holds are federal documents. 


Summary 


Combinins the titles listed by Shores and lud-e, holds 262 of the 
906, or 29.6%, not a creat dea] better than the score obtxined from Mudge alone. 


There is no comprehensive checklist of tities in the ficlds of social

The periodical holdings for the various social science ficlds are very 
inadequate. Moreover, the IdaU holdings of the titles listed by Ulrich are in 
varying desrees of completeness, The Library subscribes to only 200 social 
science periodicals, one-half of the total being in the field of Education. 


The recommendation of tne Department of Social Sciences in relation to a 
doctoral program was that there be an "increase in the number of periodicals, 
especially foreign", This recommendation is obviously apropos. The library 
should subscribe to a great many more serials in the social sciences but on its 
present budget it cannot do 50.

The Allerding List is well reoresented in the IdaU Library based on holding 


of titles indicated by experts in the subject field, as desirable. 


Holdings in the fields of this survey based on listings in the Engineering 


Index are rather meager. It must be observed, however, that many of the general 
engineering journals might well pertain to mining and metallurgy. 

Evidence from the third table shows IdaU to be very poorly equipped in 
foreign geological titles. There are 123 titles in English, of which IdaU holds 
only 35 or 28.4%. Even for foreign titles in English, Ida) has a relatively 


poor representation. The only foreign language title is one in French.
